New Rulings and Measures passed in 
the 32nd Assembly: 

“That the General Assembly convene 
between Aug. 20 and Sept. 5, and that 
the Assembly begin on Tuesday and close 
the following Sunday.” 

“That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to assist the General Overseer in 
making arrangements for the General As- 


sembly.” 

“That the Assistant General Overseer 
devote his entire time to the general in- 
terest of the Church as directed by the 
General Overseer.” 

“That the Assistant General Overseer 
and Superintendent of Education be 
placed on the State Overseer Appointing 
Board.” 

“That the old Publishing House be re- 
modeled and converted into a dwelling; 
the back part of old house be torn down, 
the surplus lumber be used for the Bible 
School, and that a committee be ap- 
pointed to supervise the transaction.” 

“That the Auditorium in Cleveland be 
turned over to the Bible School.” 

“That remodeling of the Auditorium, 
also the appropriating of finance for same 
to be left to the Twelve Councillors.” 

“That state superintendents of Sunday 
Schools be appointed by the state over- 
seers and that district superintendents be 
appointed by the state superintendents.” 

“That the $2,859.00 paid by the in- 
surance company remain in the _ tithe 
fund.” 

“That a home be provided for the Gen- 
eral Overseer, the cost of the building not 
to exceed, $4,000 which is to be ap- 
propriated from the tithe fund; that a 
committee be appointed whose duty it 
shall be to purchase or erect same.” 

“That ministers receiving in excess of 
$200 above expenses in the ministry, a 
month, annually, of tithes and offerings,

Lesson, St. John 2:1-10. Text, St. 
John 2:5b, “Whatsoever he sayeth unto 
you, do it.”

In this sinful age when so many are 
zshamed of Christ and His gospel, our 
hearts are made sad as we think of the 
many who do not know our precious Re- 
deemer and the Word of God as Paul 
knew it. Rom. 1:16, “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation to ev- 
ery one that believeth.” 

In searching the good old Book, I have 
found nine reasons why Paul was not 
ashamed, which, if we stand on God’s 
promises, are ours to enjoy: 

I. A GOSPEL OF PEACE 

“Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; and your feet 
shod with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace,” Eph. 6:14, 15. Paul had per- 
haps sought peace through the law, but 
his heart, no doubt, smote him as he 
watched them stone Stephen, realizing he 
was a just man and one that feared God. 
I believe Paul had often heard the story 
of the angels on that memorable night, 
how they said, “Peace on earth, good will 
to men.” We, as Paul, can only find peace 
through the gospel of peace, and will on- 
ly receive it from the Prince of Peace. 


II. A GOSPEL OF SALVATION 

“In whom ye also trusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel 
of your salvation,” Eph. 1:13. I wonder if 
Paul did not have an intense yearning for 
something that would satisfy his empty 
soul, After God blessed his soul he could 
say as Jonah, “Salvation is of the Lord.” 

Ili. A GOSPEL OF HOPE 

“If ye continue in the faith grounded 
and settled, and be not moved away from 
the gospel of hope,” Col. 1:23. We, as 
Paul, are often asked the question as to 
the hope of this life. Paul perhaps looked 
back to a time in his life that he had no 
hope, when he said, “If in this world only 
we have hope we are of all men most 
miserable.” The answer to the age old 
question comes down through the ages 
trom faithful old Job: “There is hope.” 
Not only is there hope in this life, but 
after the tree has gone to decay. David 
said, “I had fainted unless I had believed 
to see the goodness of the Lord in the 
land of the living,” Psa. 27:13. 

Paul would have lost courage if he had 
not believed (had hope) when he was in 
peril often at sea and on land; when beat- 
en with stripes; and when in prison, but 
Paul had found in Jesus a living hope 
and this hope maketh not ashamed. Rom. 
5 

IV. A GOSPEL OF GRACE 

“None of these things move me, neith- 

er count I my life dear unto myself, so 


that I might finish my course with joy, 
and the ministry, which I have received 
of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God,” Acts 20:24. There is 
no wall so thick, no night so dark that 
the grace of God cannot penetrate; there 
is not a soul that has fallen so deep in 
sin and shame that the grace of God will 
not reach them; there is not a sorrow so 
great, nor a burden so heavy, a soul so 
weary, or a way so hard that God’s grace 
will rot help them. Jesus said, “My grace 
is sufficient.” 


V. A GOSPEL OF TRUTH 

“The hope which is laid up for you in 
heaven, whereof ye heard before in the 
word of the truth of the gospel,” Col. 1: 
5. Many today are trying to give a def- 
inition for the word “truth” while they 
themselves have failed to accept the 
Bible as being the truth, and others are 
asking the question asked by Pilate, 
“What is truth?” 

The story is told of three young men, 
who were roommates at college and who, 
returning to their room for the last 
time, after having received their degrees, 
began to discuss their future. One had 
studied for a doctor, believing he could 
patent a medicine that could heal every 
disease known. The second had chosen to 
be a scientist, believing he could bring 
all the forces of the universe under con- 
trol and thus be a blessing to mankind. 
The third chose to be a philosopher for 
he thought if he could find what truth 
is he could solve every human problem. 
They then agreed to meet forty years 
later to discuss their progress. 

Forty years passed and these men again 
met, each ta relate his success. The doc- 
tor said he had found a remedy that 
would cure all ills. The scientist said he 
had invented a machine that by pulling a 
single lever he could bring into control 
all the forces of the universe. But the 
philosopher, upon being asked about his 
success, said, “I have never been able to 
find what truth is, therefore I have ac- 
complished nothing.” How true this is 
when we think of the words of the 
psalmist. He said, “The fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom.” Jesus said, 
“I am the way, the truth, and the life.” 
Many today do not know truth because 
they have failed to search the gospel of 
truth. Jesus said, “Ye shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make you free.” 

VI. A GLORIOUS GOSPEL 

“In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them,” 2 Cor. 4:4.

Maybe Paul was thinking of his experi- 
ence along the dusty road to Damascus 
when the glory of God shone across his 
path. Those today who have accepted Je- 
sus as their personal Savior, can look back 
to the day when the gospel became a 
glorious gospel to them, a day when the 
sun began to shine anew, when the birds 
seemed to chirp a new tune, when their 
very hearts seemed to sing within, and 
when even heaven itself seemed to de- 
scend and kiss the earth. It is our privi- 
lege today to experience this g!orious 
gospel as Paul did. 
VII. A GOSPEL OF BLESSING 

“I am sure that, when I come unto you, 
I shall come in the fullness of the bless- 
ing of the gospel of Christ,” Rom. 15:29. 
Not only did Paul have a glorious ex- 
perience on the road to Damascus, but 
those blessings followed him to Nero’s 
chopping block. Death did not mar his 
faith in Christ. Neither did it shatter his 
hope or biessings for he had found an 
everlasting gospel. 

VIII. AN EVERLASTING GOSPEL 

“IT saw another angel fly in the midst 
of heaven, having the everlasting gospel 
to preach unto them that dwell on the 
earth,” Rev. 14:6a. It is a gospel that was 
before the world was created. Every other 
religion will pass away but the gospel of 
Jesus Christ will live on. “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my words shall 
not pass away,” Matt, 24:35. 

A HIDDEN GOSPEL 

Paul also rejoiced in the fact that to 
him it was not a hidden gospel. “But if 
our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost,” 2 Cor. 4:3. Oh, that more of 
the world could know the gospel as Paul 
knew it, know the peace that passeth 
all understanding, the salvation thar Je- 
sus gives, the hope that thrills one’s soul, 
the grace that keeps from day to day, the 
glory of the blessed Holy Ghost, the 
showers of blessings, the hope of ever- 
lasting life, and a vision of the hidden 
cross of Calvary. Oh, that more could 
say, “I am not ashamed.”

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The Thirty-second Annual Assembly 

of the Church of God, which has just 
closed, has been considered by many the 
best yet. The numbers in attendance were 
greater, and, if possible, there was a deep- 
er interest manifested by all present. The 
reports showed an increase in every phase 
of the work of the Church, during the 
year. 
The session of the Bishops’ Council. 
which convened on the eve of the Gener- 
al Assembly, was characterized through- 
out by the spirit of love, unity, and good 
will. To come to a harmonious conclus- 
ion in all discussions seemed to be the aiin 
of every one. Many recommendations 
from the Twelve and others received 
careful consideration and were disposed of 
in a manner generally agreeable to all. 
A more harmonious session could hardly 
have been expected. 

The opening service of the Assembly 
on Friday right was well attended. The 
usual Assembly spirit was manifested in 
songs, shouts of praise, and hearty hand- 
clapping. The Assembly was a great oc- 
casion and all seemed to enjoy it to the 
limit. One preacher said you could as 
well put a cyclone in your hip pocket as 
to stop the Church of God people from 
shouting. Indeed it seems to be a part ot 
themselves. To kill their shout you would 
have to kill them. 

All were eager to hear the words of 
greeting from the different speakers of 
the opening service. Speeches of welcome 
on the part of the city of Chattanooga, 
made by Mr. Eugene Bryan, Vice-Mayor; 
Mr. Raleigh Crumless, of the Chamber of 
Commerce; and Dr. Clyde Burke, repre- 
senting the Ministerial Association of 
Chattanooga, were all especially appreci- 
ated and were loudly applauded by the 
great audience present. 

SATURDAY A GREAT DAY 

After the official opening of the As- 
sembly for business on Saturday morn- 
ing, the General Overseer made his an- 
nual address. As he reviewed the work of 
the Church in general, referring to the 
various items, and pressing upon his hear- 
ers the importance of taking the great 
gospel message to the ends of the earth, 
every one seemed eager to catch every 
word, 

Reports showed an increase of more 
than 7,000 new members added to the 
Church during the year, with almost 200 
new churches, 161 ministers added, and 
more than fifty new Sunday Schools or- 
ganized. The total number of churches 
reported was 1,682, with a membership of 
over 63,000. There are 448 bishops, 521 
deacons, and 1,675 licensed evangelists. 
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The finances of the Church showed an in- 
crease, in keeping with the increase on 
other lines. The amount of tithe of tithes 
coming to Headquarters was $56,116.50, 
which is an ircrease of almost $10,000 
over the previous year. 

With all the progress we have made, 
and we are grateful to God for this, 
there is yet much to be done, the need is 
great and we be ieve the time is short.

SUNDAY STILL GREATER 

The early services were well attended, 
with the presence and power of the Lord 
graciously manifested. This was mission- 
ary day. From various fields they came. 
It was their time to occupy the platform. 
The great auditorium was filled wi:h eager 
interested listeners. Many more came in 
from near towns and rural districts for 
the day. 

The needs of the heathen, our black- 
skinned, brown-skinned, and red-skinned 
brothers and sisters, across the sea and ev- 
erywhere, were set forth. As the condi- 
tions and needs of the different  fie!ds 
were described, there were many outbursts 
of weeping, with moans and cries through 
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the vast audience. Surely God laid the 
lost world upon many hearts during this 
service. At the conclusion of this service 
an opportunity was given for those who 
desired to contribute to this needy cause. 
Hundreds came forward with cash and 
subscriptions.

$2,000. 

A very impressive feature of this serv- 
ice was the presence of some young peo- 
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ple on the platform who had given them- 
selves for foreign mission work, and are 
now ready to go to their respective fields. 
This service will be long remembered. 

It is most interesting to note the great- 
ly increased interest that our people 
in the foreign field, and this is certaly 
as it should be.

We gave 
more than $27,000 for missions this year.

The first speaker on the afternoon 
program was Rev. E. S. Williams, Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Assemblies of 
God. Those present who had heard Broth- 
er Williams before, declared him to be at 
his best on this occasion. Many expressed

Every available space was 
crowded and ‘thousands stood outside. 
The spirit of song, prayer and praise was 
at high water mark. There is no end to 
the requests for quartets, trios, solos, etc. 
The people never seemed to get enough of 
them. They laughed, cried, shouted and 
clapped their hands, and called for more. 
And these young men and women sang 
and sang as though it were a great satis- 
faction to themselves. Surely the Lord 
blessed them with the gift of song. 

Fina ly the Sunday night speaker took

his place behind the mike and from his 
burning heart and lips the words of th: 
fiery gospel truth swept out to this mul- 
titude and on to an invisible mulitude ir 
radio land. Without a hitch in his thought 
or utterance the speaker poured forth his 
message as his many hearers listened to the 
end. A great altar service followed and 
another great day came to a close. 

On Monday the states were called to re- 
port. One by one they responded and 
marched to the front with banners un.- 
furled, the ministers taking their place on 
the platform. They reported, sang, clapped 
their hands, were cheered, and marched 
on. Others followed them. This was in- 
deed a great feature of rhe Assembly pro- 
gram. 

THE YOUNG PEOPLE 

The young people were here in full 
force. What strides they have made in 
recent years! They have had a prominent 
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part in the music and singing and vari- 
ous services throughout the Assembly, but 
Monday evening especially belongs to 
them. They took the platform, played and 
sang and spoke to the edification and 
profit of all present. Many who have fin- 
ished Bible School are active workers, 
many others are students in one school or 
another. Tuesday evening the Bible 
School program was given. Good work is 
being done in the main school at Cleve- 
land and also in the Northwest, Florida, 
and Maine schools, as is evidenced by the 
type of young men and women being 
turned out each year. What would we do 
without the young people, and what 
would they be without the Bible Schools? 
THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

Another very important feature of the 
Church program is the Sunday School. 
The Church of God certainly believes in 
its Sunday Schools. Part of the Tuesday 
morning service was given to this work. 
The Sunday School addresses were full of 
inspiration and practical help. If we make 
the best of the Sunday School, and get 
the best results, we must have efficient 
teachers and workers—those who know 
their task. We are making progress in the 
Sunday School work. At present we have 
1,212 Sunday Schools, with an average 
of 63,369. Some think our Sunday 
Schools are the best. 

THE AGED MINISTERS’ SERVICE 

This service was considered by some 
one of the most impressive held during 
the entire Assemb!y, On Tuesday morn- 
ing the old ministers were invited to takz 
the platform and the service was put in 
their hands. The special songs, speeches 
and every part of their program was 
thoroughly enjoyed by all. The Church 
feels that these old veterans of the cross 
are their special charge, and so according- 
ly we make a special provision for their 
support. Certainly we should feel so. 
THE LADIES WILLING WORKER 

BAND 

You should never have missed this pro- 
gram. It might not have been the big- 
gest, nor the most important, but it was 
certainly one of the interesting features 
in the Assembly. Ir was Tuesday after- 
noon. We have always known that the 
faith, prayers, and influence of our good 
women is a force to be reckoned with, 
but in this program we were reassured of 
their worth and power in the work of the 
Church. They sang, they spoke, they tes. 
tified, they acted, rhe great audience fol- 
lowed them to the end and were evidently 
convinced of their value to the Church on 
these their special lines of endeavor.

“Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I will 
liken him unto a wise man, which built 
his house upon a rock: and the rain de- 
scended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not: for it was founded upon 
a rock. And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, which 
built his house upon the sand: and the 
rain descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that 
house; and it fell: and great was the fall 
of it,” Matt. 7:24-27.

THE EVANGEL BOOSTED 

We should not fail to mention the 
Evangel and the publishing interests. All 
are proud of the new publishing house 
and its elaborate equipment. All reports 
showed progress in the publishing and 
printing business. The Evangel was 
boosted, rousing speeches were made, 
showizg the people the importance of 
subscribing for the paper. Many  sub- 
scriptions were received during the As- 
sembly, Interest in the Evangel has been 
on the increase during the year. An in- 
teresting item was the report on Sunday 
School literature. More than 250,000 
quarterlies of all grades—Adult, Inter- 
mediate, Junior, Beginners, and Teachers 
—have been published this year, also 
about 50,000 sets of leaflets and over 
80,000 sets of cards. More than $1,000 
worth of free literature has been sent out. 

It is impossible to fully describe these 
great days of the Assembly. While the 
great auditorium was filled with peopie 
and services going from early until late, 
except for short intermissions for lunch, 
etc., various boards and committees were 
meeting somewhere in the building, 
working out problems and attending to 
vital questions relative to the different 
departments of the work of the Church. 
From every direction we heard it said, 
“This is the best Assembly we have ever 
had.” And = this includes the Bishops’ 
Council also.

It seemed to be infected 
and broke out all around with little red 
and yellow blisters and sores which were 
so touchless and inflamed I could hardly 
fill my place and stay in the services.

One suggested putting a sil- 
ver pipe in it to keep it drained. Another 
said that most men would be in a hospital 
with a place rot as bad as it was bur | 
continued to trust God. 


After closing che revival it began to 
heal faster, About two weeks ago a ridge 
formed about the size of my rib thar ex- 
tended across my ribs nearly to my arm- 
pit, then spread out to as wide as 
my three fingers and seemed as hard as 
the bone. It became so sore until I 
thought it would abscess and open at the 
top. I decided to send a handkerchief to 
Brother Rouse to be prayed over and 
anointed. Just after I put it in the mail 
I went up to my room ard began to pray 
and waited much before the Lord. This 
enlargement began to go away. By the 
time the handkerchief returned there was 
on!y a small knot left across my ribs. I 
laid the handkerchief on the place and 
when I felt for the ridge it was gone. I 
called my wife to witness that it was 
really gone. Although there is yet a lit- 
tle eruption at the old opening it is heal- 
ing and the Lord is getting the praise 
for it, for I have left it in His hands.
